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PURPOSE OF THE BOOK 

HIS is a practical, ready reference book for the easy and accurate selection of suitable shades of inks 
for varied purposes. It is not intended to be an academic treatise on printing nor for display purposes 
As an aid to helping the purchaser, all classes of subjects are shown; this also avoids tiresome repetition 
The inks are displayed, unlike those in other sample books, in three ways; mainly as illustrations- 
secondly, m different sizes of lettering, and thirdly, (which is quite important as showing the true 
color of the ink ) in solids. ^ The papers have been changed in instances to suit the nature and purpose 
of the inks offered, and for each illustration the most difficult class of paper for the printing was 
adopted. In some cases the ink has been repeated, immediately following, on a different paper to show the conse- 
quent change in effect It will be noticed that the color varies greatly, which fact is quite essential for the customer 
to observe in making his selection of inks. The working qualities and shade of an ink alter with the color character 
and finish of the paper used, q Different screens were brought into play, ranging from 133 line to 400 line, and in each 
case noted beneath the exhibit. This will be found to be a help to the printer and to his customer interested in 
catalogue making. It was done for two reasons: that the printer, aside from his interest in the inks, might know what 
screen had been and could be used, and secondly, to show that the inks would serve even though the screen be as high 
as 400 line, which is the greatest possible test for a good ink. ^ Printers are frequently called upon to furnish new 
color combinations, and as a help to such, several two-color combinations have been studied out and are shown at the 
end of the book.

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HISTORY OF GEO. H. MORRILL INKS 

N the thirties of the last century, Samuel Morrill, printer of the Worcester Spy, the owner of the 
first power press in Massachusetts and an employing printer, began his manufacture of printing inks 
on the kitchen stove of his home in Andover. Mass,, personally carrying the ink in pails and kegs to 
his customers in Boston. His sales increasing, he moved his ink-making apparatus into the base- 
ment of a small factory building. During this period, he took into partnership his eldest son, Geo. H. 
Morrill. The growth of the business again necessitated a change to larger quarters and the new site 
chosen was the present one occupied by the Company's main plant, situated at what was then South 
Dedham, Mass.. now Norwood, where ample acreage and water power were available. ^ Upon the death of Samuel 
Morrill in 1878, his son, Geo. H. Morrill, succeeded to the business and he, in turn, in 1884. admitted his eldest son, 
Geo. H. Morrill, Jr., to partnership, at the same time including his son-in-law. Mr. E. J. Shattuck. Under the able 
management of these three, the business was extended to all countries where printing presses found a place, and 
"Geo. H. Morrill Inks" became from that time the world's standard. Today the Company's product is marketed in 
the United States. Europe, Central and South America. Asia and Australia. In area and tonnage the main plant of the 
Company is the largest printing ink works in the world. ^ From time to time, as the business increased, stores and 
sub-factories were opened successively in Boston. New York. Chicago and San Francisco. The Company aims to 
produce in its own plants all the materials which enter into the composition of its inks. Accordingly it operates its 
own pulp, dry color and varnish works. It has erected in West Virginia one of the largest carbon black plants in the 
United States, thus insuring a constant and uniform supply. 

PRODUCTION 

The Company generates its own electricity for power, for light and for the operation of its trolley system. All 
departments are kept equipped with the newest and most advanced type of machinery. The latest additions to the 
plant are a building 125x60 feet, devoted exclusively to the manufacture of the finer grades of black ink; a building 
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60x60 feet, containing the Administration and Testing Departments, and a new Varnish Department 50x50 feet 
q All materials used in the manufacture of "Geo. H. Morrill Inks" are first tested in the Company's Laboratory and 
the finished products are tried out in actual use on the Company's printing presses in its Testing Department before 
they are presented to the trade. Thus, by the control of its raw materials, by the employment of the highest grade 
of machinery, by the careful testing of its manufactures at every stage of production and by the experience of nearly 
a century in meeting the requirements of printers, the Company aims to fill all the advancing needs of the printing and 
lithographic trades.
